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STATUS INQUIRY 



The Applicants respectfully submit this Status Inquiry to discover the current status of a Petition to Revive 
filed in the matter of Plant Patent application 09/655,262, dated 5 September, 2000. 

To summarize the events leading to the abandonment of the variety by the USPTO: 

Upon receiving the office communication dated 1 1/20/2000, the Applicants spoke with Ms. Dolora 
Dillard of the USPTO. This conversation is reflected in the attached conversation log. 

The Office Communication indicated that the Applicant had failed to supply an "oath or 
declaration". The Applicant related to Ms. Dillard that according to the photocopy of the submitted 
application, a declaration had indeed been submitted. 

Ms. Dillard, who indicated that she had a copy of the application in front of her, agreed that she 
could plainly see the submitted declaration. 

The Applicant then asked if there was anything further required in order to resolve the issue raised 
in the Notice of Missing Parts. Ms. Dillard responded that nothing further was required of the 
Applicant in this matter. 

For that reason, the Applicant respectfully submits that the delay in responding to the Notice of 
Missing Parts dated 5 August, 2002 was unavoidable, in that the Applicant was unaware that any 
further response was required. 

On 12 August, 2002, the Applicants received a 'Notice of Abandonment Under 37 CFR 1.53 (f) or (g)' in 
reference to the above-identified application, for "failure to timely or properly reply to the Notice to File 
Missing Parts (Notice) mailed on 1 1/20/2000.". 

On 9 September, 2002, the Applicants submitted a 'Petition for Revival of an Application for Patent 
Abandoned Unavoidably Under 37 CFR 1.137(a)', a copy of which is attached.
